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DETAILED ACTION 



1. Claims 10, 26-30, and 60 are allowed. 

2. The following is an examiner's statement of reasons for allowance: 

The prior art of record does not disclose or suggest the following in combination with the 
remaining limitations of the claims: 

A method to rapidly inspect residential building components for a designated entity 
comprising the steps of turning on substantially all light switches and substantially all exhaust 
blowers in said building, wherein the steps up to the step of assessing each of the temperature 
profiles occur within 4 hoiirs (claim 10). 

A method to detect a potential problem in a residential building comprising the steps of 
preparing the residential building to detect a potential electrical problem by turning on 
substantially all light switches and turning on substantially all exhaust blowers in said building, 
wherein the steps up to the step of assessing each of the temperature profiles occur within 4 
hours (claim 26).
